NOTE: independent claims 1 and 50 contain additional limitations and further limitations incrorporated from a 
dependent claim (claim 3 with respect to claim 1) which change the scope of claims 1-60 and thus would require further search and 
consideration. 


Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the arguments of record. Further, Examiner 
argues that Stanchfield in figure 1 includes lockable latches around the upper cover 14 that connect with cutouts in the botom part 
(comprising the skirt and block body 22). Applicant also argues that Bresolin does not disclose levers for releasably connecting the cover 
to the bottom. Examiner notes that the claims as currently recited do not require the levers to be connectable with the underside of the 
bottom part, but only to be connectable with the bottom part in any relation. As such, Bresolin discloses that the lid 3 can be coupled to 
the lower part 2 of the contaner by a plurality of lever hooks 27 (lines 16-29, col. 4, figs. 1-6). Additionally, it is unclear what reference 
Applicant is referring to when mentioning "Liang". Examiner notes Liang (5,750,021) is of record within one of Applicant's submitted IDS 
forms. The subject matter of Liang (5,750,021) is to an oil supply and return tube and thus Examiner requests that Applicant be more 
clear in what teaching(s) within Liang that Examiner should be considering.
